Berlin earlier this fall. on’ an 
Army sponsored tour, but‘ the

one Side of the wall and the other 
are not fully apparent until you 
know personally some lives effect-.

A shopping trip to East Berlin 
for Ann and I had considerable 
impact, The stores are all govern- 
ment-run (no free enterprise). 
This had one advantage for us in 
that you don’t need to shop ar- 
ound for better prices; it will be 
the same price everywhere. Sales 
clerks seemed to be rather indif- 
ferent as to whether they sell you 
an item or not. In order to pur- 
chase or even look closely at an 
item, you queue up for 20 min- 
utes or more because of a-short 
supply of store help. We did man- 
age to buy two fedder decken 
(featherbeds), but we noticed that 
even the price of down is up. 

Our friend Jack introduced us 
to Ross and Fran, who shopped 
with us for a while and then. in- 
vited us. to their apartment for 
a supper snack..Ross was brought 
up in the United States and met 
Fran in Germany. For reasons not 
completely explained to us they 
fled to Austria: and then to East 
Berlin years ago. The rent for 
their tiny third floor apartment is 
42, Bast marks a month (paid to the 
government) and Ross earns 800 
East marks a month, at his gov- 
ernment-owned railroad job. Fran 
earns 1000 East marks per month 
in a hospital. Their medical, in- 
surance, and education costs are 
paid for, and their salaries enable 
them to live in a modest'way. The 
necessities including food are pro- 
vided quite inexpensively, but the 
costs of “neat extras” are exor- 
bitantly high. : 

Very often items which East 
Germany exports to the West are 
available to Ross and his family 
at six to eight times the cost paid 
for these items in the West. This 
is most-frustrating to them. 
‘Fran could get a better job in 
West Berlin at much better pay, 
but if she should return more than 
an hour after her work is finished, 
the authorities would be at the 
door for her children. 

They wait ten years for a car in 
East Berlin and 16 years in other 
areas of East Germany. The prices’ 
are prohibitive for most, and 
there is no choice of style or color. 

Very recently a cache of cyanide 
was discovered by workers digging 
in the Spandau area west of Ber- 
lin’s mitte (center). Items like this 
and the bunkers and tunnels in 
our Dueppel area continue to re-
